They include some of his most noted works and the whole 
has an aspect of color richness that will be a broadening view 
to anyone. 

Here is a recognized leader 
in this field. Edmondson paints 
an over-all design that may or 
may not be a composition. 

There is fantasy in form but 
no familiar image, no light and 
shade, no illusion of either time 
or space. The titles will not en¬ 
lighten you for any one could 
apply to any other. 

Their values lie in the con¬ 
trolled choice of colors which 
flow with the spontaneity of

chance. Some of these color ef¬ 
fects appear to be the fired 
glazes of tile or enamel. Actu¬ 
ally they are wet colors spat¬ 
tered on a wet surface, they 
flow and congeal in a manner 
similar to the colors of pow¬ 
dered glass applied on tile or 
metal and fused with high 
temperature. 

There are many paint medi¬ 
ums used and often several are 
used in the same painting. 
There is variety in experiments 
with pigmentation but often 
the same patterns are repeated. 
To me the colors that flow and 
intermingle are more pleasing 
than the definite shapes that 
are outlined with hard lines 
and fillied in with color. 

These designs are definitely 
pantings but they are designs, 
not pictures. They suggest fab¬ 
rics or the treatment of surfaces 
to be enriched with decoration. 
Non-objective design may pre¬ 
sent a new world but the colors 
are at least familiar, they 
speak a universal language. 
They stimulate imagination in 
the mind and one might only 
wish they had a further sense 
appeal, that they might create 
emotion in the heart! 

What then is the object of 
non-objective painting? Every¬ 
thing must have a reason, and 
the object of free design could 
be its own non-objectivity. To 
be entirely free of tradition is 
a sure way to escape the com¬ 
monplace. Color and form have 
no dimensions but light and 
shade, time and space are all 
confining and art must not be 
confined. 

This is not to say that non¬ 
objective painting is not exact¬ 
ing of thought or talent. Do not 
be misled that this is a short¬ 
cut to art success. It is a wide, 
wide world and no art is a 
world in itself. 

In his chosen field Edmond¬ 
son has tenacity of purpose. 
His labor is tireless and his 
achievement has been reward¬ 
ing. His work attains a sensual 
beauty seldom found in pig¬ 
ments. His fame is monumen¬ 
tal. Only I am old-fashioned; 
to be objective you need an in¬ 
terest in the heart.

The budgets for these agen¬ 
cies were examined and pared 
carefully in ariving at the $8,- 
000 goal. If that goal is not 
reached, these are the groups 
which will suffer. 

Because there is a limit to 
the number of personal solici¬ 
tations which can be carried 
out by the relatively-few vol¬ 
unteer workers, you can help 
by sending contributions direct¬ 
ly to the appeal chairman, 
Newell Barrett, 28 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd., or to Mrs. Mar¬ 
garet Ascher in the John C. 
Loomis office. 

You may specify the agency 
to which you want your con¬ 
tribution channeled, or leave it 
to the discretion of the com¬ 
mittee. 

Also, it is not generally 
realized that residents working 
outside Sierra Madre can con¬ 
tribute at their place of work 
and designate all or part of 
their contribution to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre.

Construction of debris basins has “materially reduced” the 
danger of flood damage such as occurred in the Sierra Madre 
and Monrovia areas in 1953, according to Col. Arthur H. Frye Jr., 
Army district engineer. 

Col. Frye, quoted in a report prepared by the office of 
Rep. Edgar W. Hiestand, 21st 
District, referred to Sawpit De¬ 
bris Basin, completed north of 
Monrovia a year ago, and 
Bailey, Auburn and Carter De¬ 
bris Basins, north of Sierra 
Madre. All the basins were 
built by the Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers. 

Brown, Lannan and Floral 
Dams in the same areas have 
been completed by the U S. 

Forest Service to tie in with the 
basin system. 

But the major project, as yet 
incomplete, is the embankment, 
spillway and outlet works on 
the San Antonio Dam at the 
extreme end of the valley. This 
$3,407,800 project, which is not 
in the L.A. County drainage 
area, is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted this spring. 

The projects completed are 
part of a $380,000,000 flood 
control program begun in the 
county by the Army engineers 
in 1938. To date about $190,- 
000,000 has speen spent.

BUYING A HOME? 

So you’ve decided to buy that 
new home. Can you answer these 
questions: 

Has the seller asked for a pay- 

® ment to show 
you mean busi¬ 
ness? Who gets 
the money if 
the deal falls 
through? 

1. Does your 
contract fix a 
firm price? Or 
does the price go up with costs? 

Do you plan to pay the balance 
with a loan? Then may you get 
your down payment back if you 
can’t get the loan? May you pay 
up early to save interest? 

2. Must the seller turn your 
place over to you by a given time? 
Can you get your money back if 
he fails to? 

3. Has your builder set out in 
writing the type of house, size, 
materials, etc.? Did you check 
these specifications with some ex¬ 
perienced person? 

If not, can you set a time with 
your builder to do so? 

Have you checked the land and 
its legal description against a 


map? Do you get all the land you 
bargained for? 

4. Does your contract call for 
clear property title? Does the 
builder contract to Y>ay workers 
and others, or put up a bond to 
do so? Mechanics’ lien, you know. 

Are there any mortgages or 
easements on the place? 

5. Do you or your builder expect 
change of plans as you go along? 
Then write down at those times 
who does what, who pays for it, 
and how much. 

6. Who stands the loss or keeps 
up the insurance before you take 
over? 

7. Has your builder guaranteed 
in writing the heating, kitchen, 
plumbing and such things?
